Ho 
ccitod bow Treibor- had induced him to bunt 
p Grnnda, and toll him if ho would whip 
ho "prioster" and givo Litn two black eyes 
o would receive $300, and how Granda had 
nally weakened and refused to.whip Had- 
ock. Bismarck continued, thoroughly cor- 
oboratiug Loavitt, and describing minutely 
•cry movement of tho conspirators on that 
atoful day which led up to tho homicide, in- 
luciing tbo mooting of Hadlock and Arons- 
orf, and how tho latter, after passing the 
'priostor," suddenly whirled and fired, tho 
oadon messenger of death. The illustration 
vas most dramatic, and a breathless siloiico 
ollowod tho realistic description. 
Tho witness rolatod all about how Arons- 


dorf had given him, through Triabor, $12 to 
oavo tho country; how ho ("Bismarck"! got 
Iruuk, his wife took tho money, and than 
Aronsdort appronched him with tho words: 
"Why have you not left? Did you not get 
tho money from Triebor to go) If you re- 
main hero you will get drunk, toll what you 
enow, and then bo sent to tho penitentiary. 
: havo plenty of money, and tboy will never 
send mo to jail," Tho witness described his 
jfllng driven to Salix, whore Fritz Folgpr 
;avo him n:oro money—$'J5—and then "Bis- 
iiarck" went to San Francisco. When ho 
camo back to Omaha ho was shown a picture 
of Harry Loavitt, and assured by tho mayor 
and city-marshal oC Sioux City that it was e, 
lieturo of tlio man wbom thoy believed had 
lono tho shooting. Ho told them it was not, 
md though thoy insisted, he emphatically 
.aintained then and there that John Arcns- 


dorf was tho murderer. 


The witness' testimony was most thorough 


and exact from beginning to end, and a 
igid cross examination failed to cripple it in 
the loast. So far tbo state has made u won- 
derfully strong case. During tho afternoon, 
while "Bismarck" was graphically describing 
tho murder, Mrs. Haddock suddonly faintod 
nnd was carried into an untu-room. Restor- 
atives were administered and sbosoon rallied 
and again appeared in tho court room,

>vas taken at the meeting of tho joint com- 
mittco of tho Trunk lino commission and 
Central Traffic association held in Commis- 
sioner F ink's offlca Wednesday. It was 
unanimously agreed to abolish entirely the 
payment of commissions to agents ot con- 
necting linos for tho snlo ot passenger tickets. 
Tbo system of paying ticket commissions 
has existed thirty-five years, and now costs 
tho railroads ot tho country about $r>,000,- 
000 annually.

(which include all tho important ones ot the 
country) will also refuso to act as agents tor 
connecting lines which continue to pay tholr 
agents a commission. This makes it doubly 
certain tbat tho system will bo abandoned 
evory whore.

Grand Trunk Ballwny company for a differ-

J'coplc in general are wont to complain that 


actors anil actresses, spoken of in bulk, as ib 
were, are- possessed of inordinate vanity and 
self assercivcncss. On railway trains, in hotels * 
and in almost all their lifo outside tho theatro " 
they make- their business evident by the nature 
of their conversation and by tho various 
pranks in which they indulge. 
Some few 


among thum protest with spirit against tbeso 
exhibitions, font tho conduct of tho majority 
goes on just tho same, and tbo comments upon 
it continue to bo quite as unpleasant ycfir in 
aud year out. 


It is not a strango thing that stage per- 


formers should bo vain and conceited. So 
much adulation is bestowed upon them, so 
many people seek their society and applaud 
their talcs of victory, the recognition of their 
work is so instantaneous and so hearty, arid 
there is so little beyond themselves and fclieir 
own accomplishments for them to tljinkaboui 
that their progress toward supreme belief in 
themselves is easy and not unnatural. There- 
nro so nmny among them who command 
columns of newspaper consideration all over 
tho country, when if it were not Cor tbo stage 
they might bo in the.employ of tho street cor 
companies or oH tbo restaurant keepers, that 
there is no special wonderment in tbe fact of 
their lofty self regard.

single Hash of passionate acting, tho earnest 
and stately occupation of a solitary dramatic 
situation, mny send n man or a woman al- 
most.from the bottom of tho theatrical ladde:

Heavy and continuous work toward self 


betterment on tbe stage Is discouraged by 
iiKiny circumstancci. It is so comparatively 
easy for an actor possessing' a special and 
limited ability to moke enormous headway 
without enlarging the field of his power that 
ho has littlo diiniulty in beiuj; induced to 
confine himself to It. There aro so many in- 
stances where- th* fortunes of performers 
havo been mudo with specialties that the 
actor with views toward self advancement is 
far more likely tc boon tho lookout for au 
opi>ortumty to shc-.v ofT his special quality 
than to seel; general improvement. 


The work of tho stage is not hard work. 


At tbo most it only occupies tho attention for 
ahont three hours a flay, and it is more than 
nny known calling highly paid in money, in 
applause- and in honors. Thero is no existing 
profession in which a man can get so much 
for Iho givjur; of! so little.—Leander Richard- 
son in New York JIail ami Express.
